Fellow City Councilmen: 

I want to thank you and commend you for sending a 
representative to the Air Pollution Control Conference at Pur- 
due University last week -- ours was the only, ebunei -of=ke 
-eitdes represented. 

In fact, Fort Wayne was about the best represented of 
any Indiana City -- our Senator Bloom, recently elected Co- 
Chairman of the Legislative Study Committee on Air Pollution 
Control was there as well as representatives from key groups 
and industries in our community, the Womens Federated Clubs, 
The Chamber of Commerce, the League of Women Voters, the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women, the Isaak Walton League, 
General Electric Company, Indiana & Michigan Electric Company, 
and C. & C. Construction Co., Incorporated, to name most of 
them. The Junior League had a vidioOtape made of the session 
on Fort Wayne, 

I would say the Mayor has abundant evidence now of 
support for a forthright air pollution control effort. Having 
had the forsight to send our Assistant Public Health Director, 
Dr. Kaiser, to the California Air Pollution Control Conference 
last sumer, the Mayor has established a firm foundation and in- 
tent upon which to proceed. 

You will be pleased to hear that the Mayor has in- 
formed me he intends in the very near future to pull together

representatives from all groups concerned and involved with 

this problem to form a Mayor's Air Pollution Control Commission 
charged with the responsibility to explore every facet of our 
Allen County Air pollution problem and to recommend the necessary 
steps government must take to insure an air resource sutiable 

for living, working and enjoyment. 

The conference dealt with many aspects of the problem 
but greatest emphasis was placed on the problems industry must 
solve. Some of the sessions were highly technical but concur- 
rently general sessions were held, which I attended. I heard 
reports by the foundry industry, U. 5. Steel Corp., nuclear plants, 
and the petroleum industry, on their problems and progress in 
solving them. All indicate concern with the problems and vary- 
ing degrees of progress in solving them. The point was well made 
that we have the genius to solve the problems; we must have the 
will to do so, even if it requires aconsiderable investment in 
men and money.. 

It was also stressed that citizens and government have 
to work together to assure attention to and correction of the 
many facets of the problem. There are many sources of air pol- 
lution not least of which is that of auto fumes and individual 
burning) Arash. For this reason citizens must be involved in 
mapping out a solution because it is going to take individual 
action to eradicate much of our problem. eae
